On Hay 1st tha undax^pround groijps of the Soviat aaigrae 
political oz^anlsatlon in Uastarn aarmangr dlstrlbutad a leaflet 
among tha Soria t oociq>ation troops in tha Eaatam Zona. "We won 
tha war" says tha leaflet « "but nothing has changed. Kolhoses, 
Stakhanovioa and concentration camps are the order of the day, 
just as before. The Invalids of the 'Qraat Patriotic War* are 
reduced to begging in tha streets of Moscow. " Qa this 1st of May 
the Bolsheviks are celebrating their victory upon us, tha Russians. 
They have stolen our victory. Xl»y are turning us into oppressors 
of other nations* But tha day of iq>rl8lng and liberation will come. 
Russia will be free again." 

n»i8 the wheel of history has turned full circle. The 
Bolsheviks who were the master organisers of the underground 
struggle for power, are now being fought i^alnst with their own 
weapons* Soviet citieens, most of whom wore born and brought 
under Bolshevik rule and who have taken great' sdsks to escape from 
the clutches of the N.K.V.D*, are carrying on the straggle for the 
overthrow of Stalin and his henchmen. 

It is just over fifty years since Lenin started applying in 
his political articles and pamphlets Marxist principles, to

Tsarist Russian aoonomlo and aoolal conditions. Than In 1903 
earns the parting with the r^snsheviks and tiie BolahsYlk Partj^ was 
bom* Then came tlia abortive Revolution of 190$ wldch was called 
the drese«>rebear8al of the aucoeasful one In 1917* Ihzrlng all those 
years the headquarters of the Bolshevik revolutionary moveoent wore 
abroad* The birthplace of the Bolshevik Party itself had^^been 
London^ as it were. Lenin» the guiding brain of the Revolution, 
lived in OiXile until April 1917* He went back to Russia when the

Tsarist regime was no more* He worked succesefuUy to turn the 
democratic revolution into the dictatorship of the Bolshevik Party. 
Stalin went a step further and made himself the all-powerful, 
absolute dictator of the Soviet Bftpire. To the Ruesian people, 
thirty-five years of Bolshevik rule have brought hard work, misery 
and oppression. These bitter fruits of the Revolution are 
presented In the offlclel prtq^aganda as ooUectiye farming, 
Stakhanavi«ai« regenerating corrective labour, Soviet or people’s 
democracy, and so on* But the Soviet eltisens who staffer in their 
bom»B the hurdshipe of Bolshevik ^rraniy are not tak<m in by the 
ehamsless self-praise of Communist propaganda. They are eeoaping 
from the "Soviet paradise" every time they get a ohazwe. The 
ranks of the antl-C<wBmanl8t emigration all over the free world 
are increasing every day. People who fled from lowlm wore 
mostly intellectuals and professional politicians. While those 
who escape from Stalin's dictatorship are members of the toiling 

masses, those 
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maeses^ those very people for whom the Bevolution vas to opoo a 
new milleniura. Ihat is wl^ the man of the Kremlin are so angry 
and soared. They are taking drastic ineaeiures in order to seal off 
the Sastorn Zone of Oermaiy, ihat part of the Iron Curtain gave 
the best chance of escape to people who wanted to shake off the 
yoke of Bolshevik tyranny. To the yearning of the Soviet people 
for freedom and a better life the men of the Krmilln answer by 
tl^tsnlng the grip of the Secret Police and by raising naw 
barriers around the Soviet finplre. 

If that happens in Soviet RuBsla* the blrti^laee of Caramunlsm, 
how much worse things must be in the satellite countries. The 
hardships Inflicted upon the subjugated peoples of kastem Buropa 
are infinitely greater because the men of the Kremlin besides 
Inposlng the dictatorship of their Coomunlst stoogeSf are forcing 
the economic development of the satalllta countries into the Soviet 
pattern. What is more, they want to carry out In Eastern Europe 
In a few years an econ<mtlc upheaval which in Russia took thirty 
years. It means that In Russia there was a fairly long stretch 
of time during which the woricers and the peasants truly believed 
in the good Intentions of the Soviet regime. Th^ earnestly thought 
that they had become the owners of the land and the means of 
producti<Mii and that they would be working for themselves. Row they 
are realising tha fallacy of their hopes and are turning more and 
more anti-Bolshevik. 

In Albania, as In the other satellite countries, the illusions 
about the good to be e:i!peotad from a Communist regime lasted a 
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ohtnrb while oven ^nong those followers of the National liberation 
Movement who honestly and unreservedly fought for Uie freedom of 
our peoples* fhs subordination of our country to the eeonamlo and 
strategic Interests of Soviet Russia showed the Ccxsaunist ruling 
clique In their true role* Ihe Albanian people and even many of 
the genuine patriots among the Communists soon realised that the 
({ulellngs of Feselon had been r^laoed by the satraps of Stallnlsn* 
The Conmunlet rulersi Instead of striving to win the confidence of 
the people by promoting their well-belaag, struggled among thsmselvae 
to become the trusted servants of the Moscow Politburo. The men of 
the Kremlin with satanic oynlciaB played them a^-alnst one another 
and secured the prompt oanylng out of every change of poll^ 
aiming at the thorough exploitation of the country's resources and 
the people's energy to the greater benefit of the mighty iSovlet 
Union* Therefore the crisis In the ranks of the Communist Party 
In Albania* as well as in the other satellite countries has been 
going on ever since th^ earns to power* 

Underneath the political oriels due to the frenaled efforts 
of every prominent Communist ruler to become the chief quisling of 
Moseow* there has been an acute economic orisle* This was due to 
the ruthloeo pressure of the Bolshevik rulers to carry through the 
Sovietieetion of the satellite countries at a l:ureakneok speed.

disaster, Moscow called a "halt.” Each time a nimiber of prominent 
Comimmlsts were mads the scapegoats for the failure of the previous 
policy. 

In 19^1> while Enver Hodja was in Moscow Imploring hie Soviet 
masters for help to save Ms crumbling regime, Mehmet Shetau 
launched a raving can^aign against trie so«oalled Kulaks and for the 
eomptilBory collectivtsatlon of agrieulturs. 3)Mn isinver Hodja cams 
back and reversed the policy throwing the blame upon Uie Plenum of 
the Central Conmlttee* IHms JEnver Hodja recovered his leading 
position and Melaset Shehu saved his skin. But for how long? This 
question is particularly expropriate these days when we see Mme 
Anna Pauker accused of Ideological doviatlonlsm and taken down from 
her pedestal. Yet, luitll yesterday Anna Pauker was the admired 
and venerated Communist leader, she was the intimate friend of 
Stalin with whom she communicated through a direct telephone wire. 
Now we hear that she has sinned against Communist <n‘thod<ny by 
deviating to the right and to the left. In reality Anna Pauker and 
the otlxer dethroned Ccsnmunlst leaders of Rumania were siada the 

failure of the recent monetary reform to palliate 
popular discontent due to food shortages and a growing eooncmilo 
crisis. 

Looking at the sudden disgrace of Anna Pauker, Enver Hodja and 
Mehmet Shehu must be trembling in their shoes. The day will come 

for them 
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tor then too, to ba ueod as scapegoats in order to appease the 
vrath of the Albanian people. When that happens the Albanian 
people idll register their downfall as a major victory in their 
struggle against C<»nmanl&t and Soviet domination.

^jr giving full dtttalls of tiio five leer flan. Radio Tirana 
unwittingly ejqpoaed once again tiie ohaoa of percentagea tiiat hae 
overtaken that regime. We heard that Albania ia going to have 
another Five Year Plan > a more oompretoneive and a maoh better 
organised one. A master plan that will make her a shining star 
in the socialist firmament. According to the report, which i^iro 
Koleka euboEdtted to an extraordinary session of the Mational 
Assenbly on May 19th, this new plan ^provides for the building of a 
strong indue tsy to cover the oountiy'e needs and for the laying of 
the foundations of agriculture and the preparation of conditions 
essential to the gradtial and voluntary transition of the peasants 
to the more advanced stage of agricultural co-operatives.” In hie 
long report £plro Koleka told the Pr^resentatlves of the people” 
that the plan aimed also "at eliminating the need to tn^ort cereals, 
fuel and a variety of consimaer goods.” As regards the eplrltual 
elevation of the people, Koleka assured those assembled in council 
that his master plan was further fkmmed "to speed the cultural 
revolution, to liquidate llliterBcy and to promote efficiency in 
the new working motiiods." 

The report was as prolific In detail as it was pretentious and 
high-sounding In generalities. The mamer In wliich Koleka presented 


it to 


It to tho Aasembly and the way the Assembly racaived it givo U 8 
tho Inproosion that the Hrana Ccsmnunists have themaelvos boon 
sti^ofied by the 8m(^e«0ereen of pereentagee originally Intended 
to doBBle their victims, the Albanian people, ^t the Xirana 
Conunutiiate needed some sort of sedative after a series of 
conseeutive and disastrous failures is not difficult to appreciate. 
But that they should go and seek respite and refuge behlad methods 
and projects already in disrepute ean be expected only from coward 
puppets like Enver iioxlia and his clique vhose subservience to the 
Kremlin has shorn them clean of aiy remnants of objective and 
Independent judgment. Did they forget so quickly the public eon* 
feseions they themselves made for having failed so miserably In 
19148, 1950, 1951 and 1952? 

In olrcumstanees and content Kolaka's report resembles an 
oarll«r one aubmltted by ecHnrade Qogo Nushl to the First Party 
Congress In late 19^48. With eoqiloslvs suddannses the Tirana 
Communists realised * or at least so confessed * that their first 
Five Year Plan launched under Tito's patronage had crumbled to 
dust and ruins* Ihrse years of hard work, sweat and privation 
suffered by the Albanian people had all been in vain. But than 
the Tito<^oeilnfosm dispute saved the day for Enver iioxha's clique* 

A scapegoat was found In the person of Uio once mighty Kool loxa. 
With '’spontaneous enthusiasm" the Congress heard £r<m Qogo Nushl 
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tbat « new Two Year Flan under Stalin's tutelage was going to 
achieve what the defimct Five Year Plan uiKiar Uto's guidance 
had failed to do. This r^ort was followed by a year of confusion 
and internal struggle for party control* After Xoece's execution 
in June 19h9 and tiie emergence of Helsaat Shehu ae the power behind 
Um throne all the party machinery was geared to the fulfilment of 
this new plan* But it soon beoame clear that Mehnet Shehu was 
more interested in the class struggle as such and In the ruthless 
drive for collectivisation than in the actual working out of the 
plan. His measures intensified peasant resistance to the eoctent 
that in early 19$0, a new purge swept the party and the country* 

But the drive vent on. A dry summer and Inefficient planning 
threatened the very foundations of tiie regime. For some time no- 
one heaz^ of the Two Year Plan. Then in early 1951 both Hoxha and 
Shehu had to admit the ccs^lete failure of collectivisation and had 
to reverse their decisions. Meanwhile two more ^tensive purges 
had sent many a CocmiUhist to where he belonged. 

During the months of chaos that followed. Radio Tirana gave 
fr<»n time to time evasive percentages inteixled to show the gradual 
fulfilment of the Two Year Plan. According to stat^ents made by 
Communist bosses the Maliq Sugar Factory had bean completed, the 
Tirana P<mrer plant had started to function, the output of the Patos 
and Kueove oilfields had tremendously Increased • in short, every'- 
thing had turned out so well, thanks to tlis miraculous touch of

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the Qireat Stallnl 


And yet scssethlng aeceted to have gone wrong with the time- 
table, From the time the First Party Congress has wound up its 
labours in Nov^er 19U8 until the begimiing of this year, three 
whole years had ele^sed - three years with as many oostJly f alliums 
and even more ruthless and extensive purges. But the Tirana 
Caamninlsts, like very well trained parrots, kept singing praises 
to the IWo Year Plant And In all probability th^ would have 
continued to do so for a much longer period had the alarm not 
been rung once again at the beginning of this year. After bitter 
and dissipating behind-the-scenes quarrels between tioxha and 
Shefau the Second Party Congress was convened In March of this 
year. It fell to Knver Hoocha to talk of the past and to admit 
that collectivisation had ccs^letsly failed, and the industrialisa- 
tion campaign had met with very serious obstacles, hhen his turn 
cams, Mehnet Shshu spoke of the future. He was the first to 
mention publicly the new Five Year Plan which Is going to change 
the face of Albania and will make \xp for time aiKi effort lost 
during the past three years* And then we heard from £nver Hoacha 
himself that over three tiiousand Party mwbers had been purged. 

Sane two months later Koleka gives full details of tills new master 
plan.
